Every school 
board in America should make it 
a must reading. So should a!! 
those who believe in 
education. 


It is a message of challenge and 
action. But it is good news for 
American education. Russia’s 
system admittedly is geared to 
serve the Soviet or Communist 
society and its planned objectives. 


American education must serve 
the objective of this society. That 
is to say, it is not designed to fa- 
cilitate the operations of a totali- 
tarian state. It is a system which 
has for its purpose that of en- 
abling the individual to live a per- 
sonal life and to make that life 
rich enough to serve and sustain 
a free society and a parliamen- 
tary or elective system. 


What Russia did with her dis- 
maying, yet thrilling and inspir- 
ing satellite successes was not to 
demonstrate that her educational 
system was better. She did make 
painfully clear that it was one 
with greater disciplines and that 
it had hewed to the line of educa- 
tion and let the chips of nonessen- 
tials fall where they would. 


More than that. it let us see 
that Soviet education had its eye 
on definite, known goals as ours 
does not. 


Simple Things 


Dr. Conant’s good news for 
American education is that if they 
will do just a few simple things, 
the average high schools can be- 
come good ones and the good ones 
excellent. 


The steps are not complicated. 
They can be taken by any school 
system with the vision and the 
will to do so. 


First, Dr. Conant, who was 
president of Harvard at 40, and 
who retired in 1957 after a bril- 
liant tenure as ambassador to 
Germany, has spent all his adult 
life as teacher, scientist, admin- 
istrator. 


He sees the great need in the 
critical field of secondary educa- 
tion as requiring the setting up of 
what he calls “the comprehen- 
sive high school.’’ There are, in 
ou. country, several different 
types of such schools. He defines 
the comprehensive high school as 
one whose programs correspond 
to the educational needs of ALL 
the youth of the community. 


| 
The report, of course, goes into 


detail. For our understanding 
here the comprehensive school 
would offer four years of ade- 
quate instruction in English and 
social studies, in mathematics, 
science (physics and chemistry), 
and a foreign language. These 
would be the essentials. There 
also would be art and music. 


Waste of Time 


It should have been obvious to 
all of us, for example, that the 
two-year requirement of a foreign 
language for admission to college 
is a waste of the teacher’s and 
student’s time. At the end of 
two years the young man or wom- 
an who has completed that much 
work is not fluent in either read- 
ing, writing or making use of the 
language. These points are made 
in detail in the report. 

Top priority is elimination of 
the small school. They cannot be 
made satisfactorily adequate for 
the students attending them save 
at exorbitant cost. 


As Dr. Conant says, it will be a 
rare school district where more 
than. 25 per cent of a high school 
class can study with profit 
twelfth-grade mathematics, phys- 
ps and/or foreign language for

WASHINGTON, Jan. 28—Presi- 


‘dent Eisenhower said Wednesday 


he was not aware that Congress, 
in voting Alaska into the Union, 
had granted the new state exclu- 
sive control over its schools. 


Sen. Talmadge, in a speech 
Tuesday, noted that the Alaskan 
statehood act of 1958 enclosed this 
provision: 


“The schools and colleges pro- 
vided for in this act shall forever 
remain under the exclusive con- 
trol of the state, or its govern- 
mental subdivisions. .. .” 


SOUTH WANTS SAME 


The people of the South feel 
that they are equally entitled to 
“exclusive control’ of their 
schools, Talmadge told the Senate, 
as he called for a constitutional 
amendment to give all of the 49 
states such jurisdiction over their 
schools and colleges. 


Eisenhower's attention was 
called to the Alaskan provision of 
‘perpetual control’ of its schools 
at his Wednesday news confer- 
ence. The President also was told 
about the Talmadge amendment 
and was asked if he would favor 
submitting such a proposal to the 
states for ratification. 


Although the President signed 
the Alaskan statehood act into 
law, he indicated an ignorance 
of such a provision in it. 
IS UNAWARE 

‘Well, you are opening 
question, a matter that I have 
not even heard about,” he told 
his questioner.

Warns East, West 


The United States, close on the heels 
of Premier Khrushchev's bold predic- 
tions to the Soviet Communist Party's 
2ist Congress, uncorked some dramatic 
dnnouncements that will capture world- 
wide attention. 

T. Keith Glennan, U.S. space chief, 
revealed that selection of America’s first 
¢pace traveler is under way. In an- 
other development, a House Space Com- 
mittee report forecasts startling accom- 
plishments within 10 years. 

The report, based on information sup- 
plied by 56 space experts from the United 
States, Great Britain, Germany, Italy and 
the Far East, envisions men danding on 
Mars by 1969; rockets capable of boring 
through the earth; underwatcr cargo 
ships; and other futuristic innovations. 

All this gives the rest of the world 
something to think about besices the 
boasts made by Khrushchev at the open- 
ing of the Communist Congress in Mos- 
COW, 


Meanwhile, the cold war that frames 
ihe background for Soviet progress in 
everything from space rocketry to eco- 
nomic advances moves along restlessly. 


There are apparent shifts toward a thaw 
from time to time but in each instance 
a chilly blast ices over the spot in which 
a thaw was believed detected. 

While giving lip-service to hopes for 
relaxation of tension between East and 
West. to solution to the Berlin crisis and 
to a ban on nuclear testing, the Kremlin 
continues to insist that it dictate the 
terms. 

That remains the s 
high-level negotiations between East and 
West. such as the United States has 
agreed to enter provided there is some 
prospect for agreement on critical issues 

Such prospects are dimmed by the 
Kremlin nearly as quickly as a spark 
of hope is kindled. Nevertheless, every 
avenue toward easing of tensions must 
be explored, even though warily, in an 
effort to arrive at some degree of under- 
standing before the war of words be- 
comes one of bombs and missiles.

Negativism on Schools 
Is Cast Aside at Last 


Sen. Herman Talmadge’s proposed 
constitutional amendment to vest con- 
trol of public education in the states and 
their political subdivisions has one pri- 
mary virtue over and above its practical 
aspects. It casts aside the purely nega- 
tive approach and seeks a positive way 
out of the school dilemma. 

For the first time a major Deep- 
South politician seeks a way to keep the 
schools open through constitutional means. 
That in itself is recognition of the facts 
as they exist and thus opens a way to 
find positive solutions instead of piling 
up negative defenses which are bound to 
go the way of similar measures every- 
where. 

Sen. Talmadge is due the deepest 
thanks and gratitude for acknowledging 
the Supreme Court decision as a fact. He 
is due credit, too, for telling the people 
the simple truth which this newspaper 
has tried to point out so many times: 
The court’s decision is the law until such 
time as Congress and the people modify 
or nullify it by constitutional means. 

It has been the rankest and cruelest 
deception on the part of some political 
leaders to maintain that the court's de- 
cision can be evaded through defiance, 
breast-beating.and by refusal to acknowl- 
edge any decision has been made. 

It is pleasing, indeed, to have a major 
Southern political leader offer a measure 
not to close the schools but to keep them 
open. It is even more pleasing to have 
Sen. Talmadge acknowledge the absolute 
necessity of education and the public 
schools. Those who have fled into those 
dark recesses of despair in saying it 
would be all right to close the schools 
for an indefinite period might profit by 
reading his evaluation. 

Should the senator’s proposal by 
chance be taken seriously, it may indeed 
be the only way to save public educa- 
tion in some Deep South states. Certainly 
it is preferable to a stubborn refusal to 
face facts, thus going down. the inevi- 
table road to destruction of our schools.

If so, 
it will be little more than an admission 
that government is unwilling or unable to 
cope with such union exploiters as Jimmy 
Hoffa, Dave Beck and otHers of their ilk 
who have blackened the name of labor. 

The situation calls for bipartisan ef- 
fort.

industry. I was not aware I had done anything to wound the feelings 


of the trucking industry. I always 


I give them a wide berth when 
I meet them on the highway and 
icy to refrain from colliding with 
them whenever possible, for fear 
that in the ensuing crash I might 
put a small dent in them. | was 
in a car that ran into a truck 
once, years ago, and ended up 
with my head rammed through 
the roof. It was a most unsettling 
experience. 

Sam did not seem to be much 
interested in my account of how 
warmly I felt toward trucks. He 
had a lot of figures on the tip of 
his tongue and he spouted them 
furiously. 

There are 300,000 
running in Georgia, Sam says, 
and if they weren’t running the 
whole business of the state would 
come to a halt, just about.

BAGHDAD—Perhaps no single sight in Baghdad symbolizes so 
well the changes which have swept over Iraq in the past six months 
as does the fire-gutted British Embassy building on the west bank of 


the Tigris River

Iraq has been shifted forcibly out

alongside the earlier fallen rulers 
of Iraq. 

Their struggle would be Her- 
culean even if all the Iraqis were 
agreed on the proper future course 
of their country. But all Iraq is 
not agreed. 

On the one side are pan-Arabists 
who believe in the early merger 
of Iraq with President Nasser’s 
United Arab Republic. Opposing 
them are the Iraqi Nationalists, 
including Premier Kassem him- 
scif, who desire the independence 
of Iraq.

Chestnuts Barred 
On ‘Line,’ Cerf Says 


By PAUL JONES 


‘Bennett Cerf confirmed something Wednesday 
that I had suspected for several weeks. 


He told me that the panel on What’s My Line 
has changed its line of questioning. In other words, 
some of the old, trite questions which were used for 
so long have now been decreed taboo. 


If you have watched the show during the past three weeks you 
might have noticed that Arlene Francis doesn’t resort to that old 
chestnut “Do you deal in services?’’ when she opens the question- 
ing. Dorothy Kilgallen has stopped inquiring: ‘Do 
you work for a profit-making organization?” and 
Bennett no longer pulls this oldie on the contest- 
ants: “Is this product smaller than a phone 
booth?” 

Cerf, here to address the Military Order of 
World Wars, said that nobody told the panelists 
they had to change their dialogue. ‘‘The people on 
that show are not dopes, you know,” Bennett said. 
“The show has been on the air 10 years now and 
we simply asked ourselves ‘How long can this 
show last without a change?’ We simply felt that 
we needed to revise the way that we were doing 
the questioning.” 


Jones 


Cerf said he felt the secret of the show’s immense popularity 
lies in two things. First of all, he said, ‘‘people like to watch What's 
My Line because the contestants are just plain folks, ordinary 
human beings not touched by glamour ... people whose names are 
not in the columns... .”’ 


Another factor, he said, “is the fact that good English is spoken 
on What’s My Line. 


“In fact John Daly speaks such good English that I don’t know 
what in the hell he is talking about half of the time,’’ Cerf com- 
mented with a grin.

THE AFFABLE PANELIST, who is head of Random House 
book publishers, and one of the most sought-after speakers in the 
land, said that the studio audience helps them solve many of the 
riddles about people’s occupations. 


He said that the audience reaction to the answers of a contest- 
ant often betrays the contestant’s occupation. He said that he and 
Arlene often asked questions which would get a laugh rather than 


a ‘‘yes’’ answer. 
“This,” he said, ‘‘annoys Miss Kilgallen. She plays that game 
to win.” 


CERF INVOKED a big laugh from his audience when he in- 
form them that the panel missed every riddle Sunday night. ‘We 
even failed to identify the mystery guest ‘Paul Newman). We were 
just trying to show you that our show is honest.” 


Cerf has a sound philosophy about life. 
in the world,” he told his audience, 
of one good, sound belly laugh.”

This Old House 


It’s more than a coincidence that the University 
of Georgia has the worst basketball hall and record 
of any team in the Southeastern Conference. 


SEC coaches have acclaimed Woodruff Hall, once a proud 
palace, a barn unfit for bouncing balls, It’s the back street of the 
league. As Adolph Rupp once remarked, the mere sight of that 
ramshackled place is enough to fright- 
en a prospect right off the campus. 


The record vouches for the fact 
that there has been an acute short- 
age of talent at Georgia for several 
seasons. Since the SEC opened house 
in 1933, the Bulldogs have composed 
the poorest over-all chart of any active 
member. 


Sewanee, which withdrew in 1940, 
won only 3 of 79 league games and oc- 
cupied the basement. Thal’s the only 
record which compares unfavorably 
with the Bulldogs’ embarrassing 
122-205 chart. 

In recent years most conference 
relatives have moved into new basket- 
ball homes. It’s only natural that kids 
like to play in pleasant surroundings. 
The ugly face of Woodruff Hall is hor- 
rifying enough to saddle a guy with

a defeatist attitude. 


Certainly the Bulldogs have soaked up more than their share 
of defeats. Over a seven-year span, they have finished last on four 
occasions, next-to-last twice. If they should break even this season, 


it would mark their third appearance in the SEC .500 bracket 
since 1940. 
—Basketball Isn't the Main Goal 

Ordinarily, alumni point an accusing finger at the coach when 


a team is perennially a chronic loser. So let’s make it clear that 
this is no indictment of Red Lawson. Lawson or no other coach 
should be judged on the record a team compiles in such sur- 
roundings. 


For several years now, there has been conversation about a 
new coliseum at Georgia every time our solons huddle. However, 
the state has never seen fit to build one. Perhaps the new adminis- 
tration will start the ball bouncing. 


At any rate, it’s encouraging to note that a resolution. is 
being introduced urging the State Board of Regents to start 
pouring the concrete. 


Reps. Alpha Fowler Jr. of Douglas and Robert W.

The university in general needs a convention hall. A Cow Palace, 
similar to the structure at LSU, appears to be the answer. 


After the basketball season ends, the gentlemen on the bayou 
remove the court from the coliseum and stage livestock shows, 
rodeos and other events appealing to agricultural-minded folks. 


An Inland Port But No Court 


Few major colleges have ever needed a structure of this type 
more than Georgia. Until now, however, the state has shown no 
more interest in a coliseum in Athens than the city of Atlanta and 
Fulton County have in a stadium. 


Tax payers uninterested in agriculture or basketball probably 
will shout that the state, facing an economy crisis, can't afford 
such a project. 


Kentucky, N.C. State and numerous other colleges have already 
proven that a basketball palace, inhabited by top-drawer teams, is 
an asset, rather than a liability 


Other folks will holler that Georgia Tech built its own coli- 
seum. And indeed Georgia Tech did. And the institution deserves 
long and loud applause for constructing beautiful Alexander 
Coliseum. It’s the only progressive step anyone in Atlanta has 
taken to aid spectator sports in many moons. 


It's obvious that. Georgia alumni aren’t going to build a coliseum 
on their own. So the Cow Palace appears to be the only solution 
to an acute problem. 


Citizens interested in agriculture inform us that the state 
cattle need a new home worse than the basketball team. I don’t 
know about that. But the basketball team has performed in an arena 
unfit for cattle too long. Any state which can turn an inland city 
into a shipping port should be able to supply a suitable site for in- 
door sports at the state university. 


The poorest record in the conference, the worst basketball arena 
in the conference, perhaps in the nation. It figures.
